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The request for reconsideration has been considered but does not place the 
Application in condition for allowance because the Applicant's arguments are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that there is no suggestion or motivation to modify Atalla to 
achieve the claimed invention . In response to applicant's argument that there is no 
suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce 
the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so 
found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one 
of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 
1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, 
the use of VCR type functions for the benefit of enhancing a viewer's interactive 
experience and providing a user with more control and flexibility would have notoriously 
been well known to a artisan skilled in the art to make the claimed modification. As a 
result, the Applicants arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant further argues that Huizer does not support the official notice taken and 
does not overcome the acknowledged deficiency of Atalla. Applicant further argues 
Huizer does not suggest manipulating a traditional television program. The Examiner 
respectfully submits that the claims fail to define what a traditional television program is. 
Huizer discloses transmitting a television program comprising a video signal and an 
audio signal. This meets the claimed 'traditional' limitation. The Examiner suggests to 
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further define a traditional television program and a traditional television program signal 
to overcome the art of record. 

Applicants have requested the Examiner to provide further support to the Official 
Notice taken. The Examiner hereby makes of record Ahmed et al (US 6,005,564) , in 
particular, column 5 lines 9 - 29, and Hoqan (US 6,195,726) , in particular, column 7 
lines 5 - 24.
